While the proposal for a new trade and 
convention centre is now in the public do¬ 
main, the decision on funding the project 
is still being discussed in private. 

Infrastructure Minister Bill Estabrooks 
made good on his pledge to release Rank 
Inc.’s proposal for the downtown facility 
to the public yesterday. 

If approved by the province, the project 


would cost taxpayers about $327 million 
over 25 years. 

But Estabrooks said no decision on 
whether or not to fund the 1.2-million- 
square-foot facility has been made. 

“We will be continuing to look at and 
answer some of the questions that have 
been asked around (the cabinet) table,” 
said Estabrooks, who has been reviewing 


the proposal with his staff since July. 

“There’s other members of our cabinet 
who don’t have that necessary grasp, they 
want some more time, and of course 
they’re going to receive it.” 

While the decision remains to be 
made, the province has set Jan. 14 as a 
tentative contract-signing date.

Building and maintaining 
the proposed new trade 
and convention centre will 
cost taxpayers around $327 
million over 25 years if the 
province goes ahead with 
the project. 

The province and Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipality 
would not contribute any 
funding until 2014 when 
the Argyle Street facility is 


completed, the province al¬ 
so revealed yesterday. 

Based on the current 
proposal, developer Rank 
Inc. would receive $46 mil¬ 
lion upon the scheduled 
completion of the facility 
in 2014 — an amount 
equal to the federal share 
of the project reported last 
week. 

The federal funding is 
not yet guaranteed, senior 
Infrastructure Renewal of¬ 
ficial Jane Fraser said yes¬ 
terday.

Water quality 
dipping in west 
N.S., report says 


O Carleton River watershed includes nearly 100 lakes, 
rivers O Poor waste management part of problem: N.S. 


A study says the water 
quality has been diminish¬ 
ing for decades in several 
lakes in western Nova Sco¬ 
tia, where residents have 
complained about blue- 
green algae. 

The Environment De¬ 
partment, which began 
sampling water quality in 
the area in 2008, released its 
report yesterday on 10 lakes 
within the Carleton River 
watershed in Yarmouth and 
Digby counties. 

While blue-green algae 
is natural, the depart¬ 
ment says the problem is 
worsened by excess nutri¬ 
ents in the water, which 
can be caused by poor 
waste-management prac¬ 
tices, fertilizers and faulty

septic systems. 

The report, which in¬ 
cludes analysis of samples 
taken last fall, found nutri¬ 
ents are increasing overall 
and water quality has been 


deteriorating since the 
mid-1980s. One of the 10 
lakes studied, however, 
was found to have “near 
pristine water quality.” 

Because mink farms 
were recognized as nutri¬ 
ent sources, the provincial 
government inspected 
eight properties this year 
and found deficiencies on 
five, which it says have 
been addressed. 

“In the interest of mak¬ 
ing life better for people 
who live in these areas, 
government is committed 
to doing what it can to im¬ 
prove the health of these 
lakes,” Environment Min¬ 
ister Sterling Belliveau said 
in a statement.

U.S. means profit on 
Smugglers’ Avenue 


O American goods in high demand 
along the road to Afghanistan 


In a rundown market 
along the road to 
Afghanistan, you can buy 
U.S. Army gear stamped 
with soldiers’ names, 
booklets marked “for offi¬ 
cial use only,” even a man¬ 
ual that illustrates 
how “jammers” can 
stop remote-controlled 
bombs. 

The traders in Peshawar, 
Pakistan, are coy about 
where their stock comes 
from. But it’s clear much 
of it is stolen from trucks 
carrying military supplies 
over the border. 

Raids on warehouses 
where the looted goods are 
stockpiled have even 
turned up photos mailed 
to U.S. soldiers from loved 
ones back home. 

The Sitara Market, on

It’s Nobel season, and Chi¬ 
na is engaged in an annual 
bout of hand-wringing: 
Why can’t the country that 
invented the compass and 
gunpowder — and that re¬ 
cently rocketed from 
poverty to global power — 
win one of the venerated 
prizes? 

As Nobels went this 
week to British, Russian, 
American and Japanese sci¬ 
entists, Chinese media 
paired special reports on 
the winners with expert de¬ 
bates on why China came 
up short again. 

A top reason; a govern¬ 
ment that throws money at 
research in pursuit of the 
prize, rather than reform¬ 
ing a state-run school sys¬ 
tem that is heavy on rote 
memorization, discourages 
creativity and drives some 
leading minds to leave. 

“We are too anxious for 
a Nobel Prize,” the Cheng¬ 


du Daily quoted Chinese- 
American physicist and No¬ 
bel laureate C.N. Yang as 
saying on a visit to a school 
last month. 

More than another mile¬ 
stone, a Nobel would be 
proof that China is retak¬ 
ing what many Chinese see

The prediction of 2.6 
per cent growth for 
the U.S. this year is 
historically weak com¬ 
ing after a recession. 
But it marks a sharp 
reversal from the 2.6 
per cent decline in U.S. 
activity last year —the 
steepest drop since 
1946. 


The global economy will 
likely strengthen the rest 
of this year and in 2011 as 
China and other emerging 
powers offset weakness in 
the United States and Eu¬ 
rope. 

Canada will continue to 
lead the United States in 
terms of growth, according 
to the latest outlook of the 
International Monetary 
Fund, but the IMF’s esti¬ 
mates for both countries 
has been lowered since the 
previous outlook in July. 

The IMF predicts the 
world economy will ex¬ 
pand overall by 4.8 per 
cent this year and 4.2 per 
cent next year. 

That would far surpass 
last year’s 0.6 per cent de¬ 
cline, the worst since the 
Second World War ended 
in 1945. 

The IMF’s forecast for 


worldwide growth this 
year is 0.2 percentage 
point more than its previ¬ 
ous estimate in July. 

The world lending 
agency estimates Canada’s 
economy will expand by 
3.1 per cent this year and 
2.7 next, slower than its 
predictions in the summer.

Trent Reznor were both 
central figures in the hey¬ 
day of music videos, their 
most significant collabora¬ 
tion has come years later 
— not on MTV but in one 
of the most acclaimed 
films of the year. 

Reznor — with produc¬ 
er Atticus Ross — provides 
the dark score to The So¬ 
cial Network, Fincher’s 
film about the rise of Face- 
book, the social network¬ 
ing behemoth. 

Like Jonny Greenwood’s 
score to Paul Thomas An¬ 
derson’s There Will Be 
Blood, Reznor’s sound¬ 
track adds an ominous, un¬ 
mistakable layer to The 
Social Network. 

Reznor was pleased, he 
says, that his score “made 
it a shade darker.” 

Before coming together 
for The Social Network, 
Reznor and Fincher ran in 
similar circles. 


In the late 1980s and 
1990s, Fincher was one of 
the most sought after mu¬ 
sic video directors, while 
Reznor and his industrial 
one-man band, Nine Inch 
Nails, often worked with 
the form’s best artists — 
notably for the video to 
Closer, directed by Mark 
Romanelc. 

Reznor and Fincher had 
tried many times to do a 
video project together. “We 
talked about him scoring a 
film,” Fincher says. “We 
had talked around the sub¬ 
ject many times.” 

Fincher didn’t direct a 
Nine Inch Nails video until 


2005 (Only), though he did 
use a version of Closer for 
the opening credits of his 
1995 film Se7en. The two 
also discussed a Broadway 
adaptation of Fincher’s 
1999 movie Fight Club, 
which wasn’t realized. 

When Fincher ap¬ 
proached Reznor last fall 
with the idea of scoring 
The Social Network, 
Reznor — looking for 
time off after just com¬ 
pleting a Nine Inch Nails 
farewell tour and getting 
married — turned him 
down. He was also initial¬ 
ly apprehensive. 

“Any skepticism was 


based purely on hearing 
the sentence, ‘It’s a movie 
about Facebook,”’ says 
Reznor, who was rapidly 
convinced by Aaron 
Sorlcin’s script and Finch¬ 
er’s intentions. “Any fear I 
had that it was trend¬ 
hopping or zietgeisty 
quickly evaporated.” 

Still, Reznor demurred, 
aiming to keep his pledge 
to himself for a hiatus. But 
five months later — still 
contemplating the film — 
he called Fincher to apolo¬ 
gize, and Fincher told him 
he was still hoping he 
would do it. 

With rough cuts of some 
scenes to view, Reznor be¬ 
gan getting ideas and 
jumped in. He was inspired 
to create “something that’s 
a bit sinister, something 
with tense undertones, 
something uncomfortable, 
with some anxiety.” 

Reznor recorded 16 dif¬ 
ferent soundscapes or

De Niro turns to 
Stone for drama 
Fockers for laughs 


Robert De Niro is retiring. 

On screen, at least. In his 
latest film, the psychologi¬ 
cal drama Stone, De Niro 
stars as a veteran parole of¬ 
ficer ending his career in a 
showdown with a manipu¬ 
lative inmate (Edward Nor¬ 
ton) and seduction by the 
prisoner’s wife (Milla 
Jovovich). 

At 67, De Niro himself 
has no retirement plans, 
though he does foresee an 
end to one facet of his film 
career. After two outings as 
a director, he figures he has 
time to oversee three more 
movies, at most. 

“They take a lot out of 
me,” he said at Toronto In¬ 
ternational Film Festival, 
where Stone debuted. 
“They’re great to do, but 
just the way I did the two 
that I did (1993’s A Bronx 
Tale and 2006’s The Good 
Shepherd) and the ones 
that I would do, I say to my¬ 
self, maybe I would do five 
altogether. So three more.” 

That’s three, tops, De 
Niro makes clear, talking 
about the time commit¬ 
ment of years required as a 
director, compared to just 
weeks for some roles as an 
actor. Thirteen years passed 
between his first and sec¬ 
ond directing gigs as he 
maintained a busy acting 
schedule while developing 
potential filmmaking proj¬ 
ects and trying to line up 
studio backing. 

“It’s an uphill battle. ... 
The creative part, that’s dif¬ 



ficult enough. But the fun 
stuff is all the other stuff 
that goes with it: people; 
the input from studios, and 
all the people who have to 
justify their jobs; and the 
money; and is this actor go¬ 
ing to get more, or they’re 
not right for it. All the other 
things. It’s a lot you’ve got 
to field. A lot coming at 
you,” he said. 

That’s also a lot of words 
coming from the typically 
close-lipped De Niro, so you 
know he means it. 

Among possible future 
directing plans is another 
instalment of The Good 
Shepherd saga, De Niro’s 
epic tale of the roots of the 
CIA that starred Matt Da¬ 
mon. But nothing’s defi¬ 
nite, unlike his on-screen 
career and his sideline as 
co-founder of the Tribeca 
Film Festival, launched to 
help revitalize lower Man¬ 
hattan after the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks.

Local market 
is on the up 

Most recent data points 
to an overall increase in 
sales numbers and 
prices throughout the 
Halifax real estate mar¬ 
ket in the middle of 
this year. 

Residential real 
estate sale prices in the 
Halifax-Dartmouth area 
were up 4.7 per cent to 
$253,495 in April-June 
2010 compared to the 
same period last year. 
Real estate listings 
dipped 4.1 per cent to 
3,802 in the same peri¬ 
od from 8,963 in 2009 
but 1.2 per cent more 
properties were actual¬ 
ly sold in Halifax-Dart¬ 
mouth from April-June 
2010 than in 2009. 

Outside of Halifax, 
the region of Yarmouth 
experienced them most 
volatile change in 
prices over the past 
year, originally 
jumping 45.2 per cent 
from Jan.-March 2010 
compared to the same 
period in 2009, then 
dropping 20 per cent 
from March-May 2010 
before rocketing up 58 
per cent again in the 
April-June 2010 period. 
Nova Scotia Association 
of Realtors president 
Karen Edwards suggest¬ 
ed the phenomenon 
may have a lot to do 
with the cancellation of 
the area’s CAT Ferry 
and prices could contin¬ 
ue to rise.

Preheat oven to 160 C

T he Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins have won 
three Stanley Cups, 
and played for a 
fourth. They’ve experi¬ 
enced two bankruptcies, 
and multiple retirements 
by Mario Lemieux. 

What they’ve never 
done until now is play a 
game in their own, brand- 
new arena. 

All that changes today 
when the Penguins official¬ 
ly christen Sidney Crosby 
Arena — er, actually, Con¬ 
sol Energy Center — with a 
season-opening game 
against the Philadelphia 
Flyers before their 167th 
consecutive sellout crowd. 

The arena took one 
bankruptcy, one Lemieux 
retirement and seven years 
of politicking to achieve 
but, if three exhibition 
games there are any indica¬ 
tion, the 18,087-seat struc¬ 
ture should soon move 
near the top of the NHL’s 
new arena hierarchy. 

While the nomencla¬ 
ture The House That Mario 
Lemieux Built is more ac¬ 
curate — the Hall of Fame 
player and Penguins co¬ 


owner spent seven oft-frus¬ 
trating years lobbying for 
the new building — every¬ 
thing about the arena 
seemingly has been 
touched by Crosby, right 
down to his No. 87 being 
the final two digits of its 
capacity. There’s even a 
cupboard in the team’s ex¬ 
pansive loclcer-room, fit¬ 
ness area and recreation 
room to house his 
favourite cereal. 

“For a brand-new build¬ 
ing, it seems pretty homey 
right away,” Crosby said. 
“It’s a little bigger than 
we’re used to.” 

Bigger, better, brighter, 
cleaner, fancier. All those 
terms fit following 43 sea¬ 
sons in the Civic Arena, 
which was built for the 
Civic Light Opera in 1961 
and was retrofitted for 
hockey six years later after 
Pittsburgh gained an NHL 
expansion franchise. 

“I’m really excited to 
play in the new building,” 
forward Evgeni Malkin 
said. 

He’s not alone. 

Crosby and the other 
Penguins players were giv¬ 


en considerable input into 
the design and makeup of 
their dressing room at the 
arena, which was wedged 
into a lot across the street 
from the now-closed Civic 
Arena that was owned by 
the Penguins. 

Space is so tight that a 
Catholic church partially 
obscures the main view of 
the arena’s all-glass facade; 
several Montreal Canadi- 
ens players were stunned 
to learn during the playoffs 
last spring that the church 
won’t be demolished. 

The Consol Energy Cen¬ 
ter was long in the mak¬ 
ing, requiring years’ worth 
of arm-twisting by 
Lemieux and co-owner Ron 
Burkle, and the effort final¬ 
ly succeeded after the Pen¬ 
guins drafted Crosby 
following the NHL shut¬ 
down in 2004-05 and atten¬ 
dance returned to 
1990s-lilce levels. 

After feigning moves to 
Kansas City and Las Vegas, 
the Penguins successfully 
negotiated an arena agree¬ 
ment with state, county 
and city officials.

Spending on 
goalies falls 
out of fashion 


Last spring’s playoffs left 
many in hockey, including 
its general managers, won¬ 
dering what is the point of 
throwing multimillions at 
big-name goaltenders. 

Jaroslav Halalc was earn¬ 
ing $800,000 US when he 
led the Montreal Canadi¬ 
ens to the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence final, where they lost 
to a Philadelphia team 
with budget-priced veter¬ 
ans Michael Leighton and 
Brian Boucher. 

The Flyers in turn lost to 
the Chicago Blaclchawlcs 
and their little-lcnown 
goalie Antti Niemi. 

The big-money boys — 
Roberto Luongo, Martin 
Brodeur, Evgeni Nabokov 
and the rest — went home 
early, while others, like 
Cristobal Huet in Chicago, 
Jose Theodore in Washing¬ 
ton and Tim Thomas in 
Boston, had lost the start¬ 
ing jobs to younger, cheap¬ 
er netminders. 

The results suggested 
there was money to be 
saved in going with youth 
and using the extra cash to 
put a better team in front 
of them.

“It’s surreal, it really is,” 
Halladay said. “I just want¬ 
ed to pitch here, to pitch in 
the post-season. To go out 
and have a game like that, 
it’s a dream come true.” 

Halladay took the Year 
of the Pitcher into the post¬ 
season. The excitement 
spread beyond Citizens 
Bank Park — the last two 
outs were shown on the 
video board at Target Field, 
where the Twins were 
preparing to play the Yan¬ 
kees, and Minnesota fans 
cheered. 

The all-star right-han¬ 
der, who tossed a perfect 
game at Florida May 29, 
dominated the Reds with a 
sharp fastball and a devas¬ 
tating slow curve in his 
first playoff start.
